The School Law. 


The state superintendent of schools has 


received the bound volumes of the new 
school law, und recently sentcopioBto nil 
the members of the legislature. Some 
time ago oirouhire were distributed ex- 
plaining the changes of the law.

The 
new law provides, for example, that no 
person who cannot read anil write Ihe 
English language shall be eligible to hold 
an .office under Ihe school law.

The state superintendent of schools has 


received the bound volumes of the new 
school law, und recently sentcopioBto nil 
the members of the legislature.
